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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


JAPAN and TAIWAN May Begin Buying THAI Corn. Japan and Taiwan, two 
major markets for U.S. corn which accounted for about 35 percent of total 
world corn imports in recent years, may be in the process of shifting buying 
patterns due to concern about tight world corn supplies in the 1988/89 
marketing year (Oct/Sept). Japan will reportedly import about 100,000 tons of 
Thai corn per month corn starting in December; for the past five years, Thai 
shipments to Japan have been negligible. Since the United States normally 
supplies 90 percent of Japanese corn imports, Thai shipments at that monthly 
rate might displace 1 million tons of U.S. corn in 1988/89. 


Both Japan and Taiwan are reportedly considering raising their 
tolerances for permissible levels of aflatoxin in Thai corn. High levels of 
aflatoxin which are not uncommon in corn from Thailand have historically been 
the principal obstacle to Thai corn sales. in these markets. Taiwan imports 
from 3 to 3.5 million tons of corn annually, virtually all of which comes from 
the United States. The change in aflatoxin limits on Thai corn may be yet 
another indication of the markets' concerns regarding world supplies of 
exportable corn.
